U.S. to impose trade 
measures on China 


White House says it’s 
moving ahead with 
25 percent tariffs.

WASHINGTON — The Trump 
administration injected a fresh 
layer of uncertainty into its trade 
dispute with China on Tuesday, 
saying that it would impose tariffs 
and other punitive measures on 
Beijing after all, intensifying pres- 
sure on both countries as trade 
talks continue and as a summit 
between the United States and 
North Korea looms. 

Barely a week after Treasury 
Secretary Steven Mnuchin said 
that the trade war with China was 
“on hold” and that tariffs would 
be suspended as talks continue, 
the White House issued a state- 
ment saying that the United States

»President Donald Trump has 
been pressing China to reduce 
the $375 billion U.S. goods 
trade deficit and to drop trade 
practices that he says hurt 
American companies, 


would move ahead with its plan 
to impose 25 percent tariffs on 
$50 billion worth of imported 
Chinese goods within the next 
month. 

The renewed threat came 
before a second round of 


high-profile trade talks that 
begin this weekend, when Com- 
merce Secretary Wilbur Ross 
is scheduled to visit Beijing to 
try to resolve a dispute that has 
threatened to tip the world’s two 
largest economies into a trade 
war. President Donald Trump, 
who said last week that he was 
not happy with the way the first 
round of trade talks with China 
went, has increasingly seized on 
the threat of tariffs as a cudgel 
to force concessions from other 
countries. 

For many trading partners, 
Trump’s approach has pro- 
duced confusion and uncertainty. 
Last week, the administration 
announced a sweeping new inves- 
tigation that could result in tar- 
iffs on imported automobiles, a 
move many trade advisers said 
was designed to increase pres-

Probe of center 
finds nepotism, 
overspending 


Ex-director is criticized 
for ‘poor judgment’ on 
travel, husband's hiring.

The former director of the Fed- 
eral Law Enforcement Training 
Center near Brunswick has been 
sharply criticized for her “poor 
judgment” that included exces- 
sive spending on travel and hir- 
ing her husband, according to 
an investigation. 

The Office of the Inspector Gen- 
eral in the Department of Home- 
land Security, which oversees the 
training center, opened an inves- 
tigation last year after receiving 
dozens of complaints about for- 
mer training center director Con- 
nie Patrick. The investigation’s 
findings were released Friday. 

It is unclear if there is a mech- 
anism for recouping the expendi- 
tures Patrick made that exceeded 
what the government allows, or 
even if there will be an attempt 
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Acting onatip, The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution in 2017 
was the firstto obtain spending 
records and report on lavish 
travelat the Federal Law 
Enforcement Training Center. 
The AJC later broke news of 
the investigation by the Office

In a four-month span, the 
former Atlanta schools human 
resources chief, whom prose- 
cutors said helped hide a dis- 
trictwide cheating scandal, landed 
and then left another high-level 


government job. 

The city of 
College Park 
hired Milli- 
cent Few, who 
pleaded guilty 
four years ago 
for her role 
in the Atlanta 
Public Schools 
conspiracy, to 
be its human 
resources director in January. 
Her last day was May 11.

Few left the College Park job by 
“mutual agreement,” said Mayor 
Jack Longino. 

He would not elaborate. Nei- 
ther would City Manager Terrence 
Moore, though when asked if the 
reason she left was connected to 
her APS history he responded: 
“not entirely.” 

“It’s a personnel issue, and 
we can't talk about that,” Long- 
ino said.
